“They have 
completely rebuilt the water, 
sewer and_ electrical 
systems, replaced the roofs 
on 3 buildings, and have 
rehabilitated the gym- 
nasium, the infirmary and 
the Big Room.” In each 
case, using artisans who are 
members of the church, the 
new owners have been able 
to do superior work at a 
fraction of the cost were the 
work to be put out for bids 
from the private sector. 

John Hash, ‘75, Chair- 
man of the Alumni House 
Committee, said that “the 
enthusiasm and excitement of the 
church members who are working at 
AMA is contagious. These folks are 
really committed to restoring the 
buildings on campus to the way they 
were when we were cadets, and in 
some cases, even better than before.” 

Swimming pool a priority 

Saunders and Hash reported that 
several other church groups are in- 
terested in renting the school for their 
summer programs because there is a 
swimming pool on campus. This has 
brought the pool to the top of the 
agenda for refurbishment by the 
Pentecostal Church. 

Hash said the members of his 
committee realize that professional 
help will be required to set up the 
AMA museum. “We will need a 


security system, control over contri- 
butions, and air conditioning among 
other things...”

Approval from state sought 


Board lobbies for Virginia historical 
highway marker honoring Augusta 


The AMA Alumni Board has given 
its endorsement to a Virginia historical 
highway marker on US 11 to honor 
Augusta and its founder. The sign 
would be similar to the one at the 
Willow Spout, right, just south of the 
AMA campus. 

A committee of the Virginia De- 
partment of Historic Resources must 
approve the wording on any such 
marker and the location of the sign in 
an area near or adjacent to the 
school. Ed Click, ‘50 and Duke 
Fancher, ‘58, are preparing the word- 
ing for the marker while following an 
evidentiary trail necessary to prove 
every statement made on the marker. 

The state committee reviews appli- 
cations quarterly. To be considered at 
the March 1999 meeting, the appli- 
cation and wording must be in the 
hands of the committee by 2 
December. The state is the final 
authority on the text. 

The AMA Alumni Association is 
responsible for the $1,100 cost of 
making and erecting the sign. There- 
after, the sign would be maintained by 
the state. 

The Virginia Department of Trans- 
portation (VDOT) will determine the 
exact location of the metal marker on 
a state right of way. AMA likely will 
suggest a location just across from 
the main gate where a pulloff is 
located, but VDOT is the final 
authority on the placement. 

Augusta is listed on the US. 
Department of the Interior's National 
Register of Historic Places. Charles 
S. Roller, Sr. began teaching Civil 
War veterans in Fort Defiance in 1865 
and by 1874 his school was called 
Augusta Male Academy. By 1879, it 
had become the Augusta Military 
Academy. 

AMA was the first secondary school 
in the country to install a Junior ROTC 
program. From 1907 until 1963, 
Professor Rollers sons Colonel Tom 
Roller and General Charles Roller, 
Jr. operated AMA. The school closed 
in January of 1984.

Board broadens scope of grants 
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New scholarship rules adopted 


The AMA Alumni Association Board 
of Directors has adopted new criteria 
for the AMA Legacy Scholarships 
making them available hereafter to the 
direct descendants of AMA alumni 
who are in any grade in college. 

The Scholarship 
Committee, headed by 
Gary Nicholson, ‘70, 
recommended that the 
$1,000 scholarships be 
made available to “the 
direct descendants of 
former AMA cadets, living 
or dead, who attended 
AMA no less than 1 year... and who 
are attending any grade at a college 
or recognized technical/vocational 
school for further education past the 
high school level.” 

All grades eligible 

“In the past, the scholarships were 
awarded only to children and grand- 
children of AMA alumni attending 
their first year at an educational in- 


stitution past high school,” said 
Nicholson. “Now, the scholarships are 
available to students in any grade in 
a college or in a technical/vocational 
school.” 

The Board also decided that each 


Do you have a child, a grandchild, 
or a great grandchild in college? 

Now, he or she can earn a 

$1,000 AMA Legacy Scholarship. 


scholarship award will be a separate 
act meaning that the granting of a 
scholarship for one year does not 
prevent the granting of a scholarship 
to the same student in a subsequent 
year. 

At the same time, the Board said, 
the granting of a scholarship for a 
given year will be no guarantee of 
future assistance. 


“Candidates for scholarships will be 
judged in 4 areas: academics, special 
talents, leadership and community 
service,” said Nicholson. “As in the 
past, the judging will be done by an 
outside educator without influence 
from AMA Alumni 
Association board 
members or officers." 

1999 applications 

Student applicants 
must be direct des- 
cendants of former cadets 
(a child, grandchild, great 
grandchild, et al) which 
includes natural, step, or legally 
adopted children, grandchildren, great 
grandchildren, et al. Applicants must 
not have reached their 25th birthday. 

The application process for 1999 
scholarships will be announced in the 
January issue of The Bayonet. 

The 1999 awards will be presented 
during the annual AMA alumni reunion 
30 April-1 May 1999.

A Pulitzer Prize for his first novel 


When he wrote the class prophesy for the 1952 Recall, 
did he dare dream that he would write a Pulitzer Prize 
winning novel a decade and a half later? When he wrote 
articles for The Bayonet when he was an AMA cadet, was 
he thinking about winning the Academy of American Poets 
prize just 10 years later? 

His name is Navarre Scott Momaday, ‘52, whose poetry 
and prose reflect his Kiowa Indian heritage. Growing up on 
Indian reservations in the southwest, Scott says he “saw 
people who were deeply involved in their traditional life.. 
They had... a certain strength and beauty that | find 
missing in the modern world at large. | like to celebrate 
that involvement in my writing.” 

Momaday is the son of parents who bridged 
the gulf between Indian and white ways, but 
remained Indian. He is half Kiowa: his mother 
was descended from early American pioneers 
although her middle name (Natachee) is taken 
from a Cherokee grandmother. Scott's mother 
attended an Indian school in Kansas where 
she met Scott's father, a Kiowa 

Early days 

Scott was born in a Kiowa Indian hospital in 
Lawton, OK. His mother numbers among her 
ancestors Samuel Scott, a member of the 
Virginia House of Burgesses in the early days 
of the United States. As a boy, Scott often 
visited his paternal grandparents in Oklahoma. 
His grandfather's name was Mammedaty (which means sky 
walker). Aho, his grandmother, had attended the last Kiowa 
sun dance in the late 1800's. She often described that 
event to young Scott telling how the tribal elders had 
bartered with a Texas cattleman for the sacrificial buffalo 
needed for the ceremony. Despite the constant reminders 
of his Indian heritage, Scott admits that at one point he 
wanted to be a cowboy. He grew up in Oklahoma and later 
New Mexico where his mother was a teacher and a writer 
and his father was an artist and art 
teacher. While he was attending 
Augusta, he and his family lived in 
New Mexico in a town called Jemez. 

Decision to attend AMA 

Scott says in The Names - A 
Memoir that his childhood came to an 
end at Jemez. “There were no schools 
within easy reach. | had to go nearly 
30 miles to school at Bernalillo, and 
one year | lived away in Albuquerque. 
My father and mother wanted me to 
have the benefit of a sound 
preparation for college, and so we 
read through many high school 
catalogues.” After much study and 
family deliberation, Scott left home for

Fort Defiance and his rat year at Augusta. 

Scott was on The Bayonet and Recall staffs at AMA and 
wrote several articles while he was a 
cadet.

side.” Scott was active in the YMCA 

and was on the fencing team specializing in 

sabre. Fencing, Bayonet staff, Recall staff - lots of contact 
with Major Hoover in each of those activities. 

His biography says: “After attending schools on Navajo, 
Apache and Pueblo reservations, he finished high school 
at Augusta Military Academy where he took part in public 
speaking contests and belonged to the fencing team.” 

Winning the Pulitzer Prize 

His first novel House Made of Dawn 
recites a story of mixing Indians and 
Anglos, and it won the Pulitzer Prize 
for fiction in 1969. In the novel, Abel 
returns to the ancient culture of his 
reservation after having served in the 
U.S. Army in World War II. He kills an 
albino, serves a prison term for his 
crime, and moves to Los Angeles to 
resume his life. Abel tries to adjust to 
the demands of his factory job but is 
“unrepentant... and because of his 
contempt he is brutally beaten by a 
Los Angeles policeman,” according to 
a New York Times Book Review 
article. Abel returns to the reservation 
in time to carry on Indian tradition from 


‘53, Scott 
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tradition from his dying grandfather, 
and the novel ends with Abel running in the ancient ritual 
dawn race against evil and death 
Despite his Pulitzer, Scott didn’t write 
another novel for 20 years. 


“| don't think of myself as a 
novelist,” he says. “I’m a poet.” In 
1989, the poet did complete his 


second novel The Ancient Child, the 
story of a modern Indian artist 
searching for his identity. 

Scott's poetry grows from the Indian 
oral tradition. For his poem The Bear, 
he won the Academy of American 
Poets prize in 1962, 10 years after he 
had graduated from AMA. He received 
the National Institute of Arts and 
Letters grant in 1970, and shared the 
Western Heritage Award in 1974 for 
Colorado, Summer/Fall/Winter/Spring. 

Professor of English 

After finishing at Augusta, Scott graduated from the 
University of New Mexico in 1958 and got his MA and 
Ph.D. from Stanford University in 1960 and 1963. He was 
an associate professor of English at the University of

California, Santa Barbara for 2 years before he moved to 
the University of California, Berkeley as associate professor 
of English and comparative literature (1969-73). He was a 
professor of English at Stanford (1973-82), and since 1982,

has been an English professor at the University of Arizona. 
Scott is a visiting professor of American Studies at the 
University of Regensburg, Germany. 
An artist, Scott has exhibited his 
drawings and paintings in galleries all 
over the west. He has been a 
consultant for the National Endowment 
for the Humanities and the National 
Endowment for the Arts since 1970 

His poetry collections include Angle 
of Geese (1973) and The Gourd 
Dancer (1976). The Way to Rainy 
Mountain (1969) is a reworking of 
Kiowa folktales interspersed with 
stories about his ancestors. The 
Names: A Memoir was first published 
in 1987. 

As for his writing, Momaday says 
that things go on in his mind for “a 
long time before (I) really put anything 
down on paper... When | am writing, | 
do it in the morning. | find that | can write for about 6 
hours and that's all.” 

The 1952 Recall calls Scott “a true son of Augusta.” We 
are proud and flattered that he is an AMA alumnus.

AMA to honor 250th anniversary of 
first sermon in Augusta Stone Church 


The Reverend John Craig preach- 
ed the first sermon in the then new 
Augusta Stone Presbyterian Church 
on 22 January 1749. Next January 
will see the 250th anniversary of that 
occasion and will be marked by a 
presentation to the church by the 
AMA Alumni Association.

When Christmas came to rbagusta 


| offer you this 
memory of Big 
Barracks, un- 
decked with 
boughs, unforti- 
fied with 
mistletoe. We at 
Augusta shared 
a vision of 
Christmas never 
experienced by most. While others poured over 
Sears catalogs envisioning what would be under 
the tree, we trudged, knee-deep in snow, to 
The Fort. An overcoat cape held over our heads to 
protect us from the 
wind, we went over 
that hill to see if we 
could find one gift 
fitting for the trip home. 
Our mall was a country 
gas station. 

A Christmas tree 
(always too big) had 
been dragged down the 
back hill from some 
unsuspecting farmer's 
field under the cover of 
darkness. It stood in 
the corner near the 
sinks. Proud smiles 
shown on the faces of 
the tree bandits - John 
West... Nicky the 
Greek... Charlie 
Pascasle... Lloyd 
Matty... Jorge Rovirosa... Bob Crozier... Allen 
Pressley... and other midnight raiders. 

What you might be getting for Christmas was 
never a thought. Instead, Christmas excitement 
was over who you would see once home, the 
vision of warmth of a familiar house, 2 weeks of 
not having to awaken early to stand in the cold. 
The greatest gift you could receive at Christmas 
was to know that your parents were coming the 
night before Christmas break started making you 
one of the first cadets out the gate the next 
morning. The vision of Christmas would not be 
complete without the crackling and popping of the 
PA turntable trying to fill the barracks with carols 
through the frozen megaphones in The Tower.

We would rush into the mess hall where the metal 
coffee pots closest to the windows pumped steam 
into the air. You would pause to hold the metal 
dish of oatmeal in hopes that the warmth of the 
food would spread through your hands. The last 
breakfast before the break, and there you were 
huddled in a heavy coat, scarf and gloves 
envisioning home with its central heat, a toaster, 
real plates, and eggs that weren't hard. 

Back to barracks to negotiate around 
roommates’ families who were laden down with 
suitcases and laundry 
bags. Younger brothers 
peered in wonder 
through the metal 
railings of the third 
stoop. Thousands of 
footprints crossed the 
courtyard snow. 

Then, the mad dash 
for the cars. The 
crunch of snow under 
the weight of the 
automobiles, the spiral 
of exhaust smoke from 
the tails of the cars 
making up the 
homeward bound 
caravan. Those who 
had to fly home, like 
me, boarded the bus 
where singing, 
laughing, and driver put-downs occupied us all the 
way to the airport. Little did we realize that such a 
happy day for us was a dreaded moment for the 
poor Piedmont Airlines stewardesses who 
remembered from the previous year that 45 minute 
flight over the mountains with 100 AMA cadets on 
board. 

And then what always slipped into my mind was: 
what were the Hoovers, the Docs, the Leroys 
going to do?

Search goes on 
for Korean War, 
Vietnam KIAs 


The search continues for the names 
of any Augusta alumni who died in the 
Korean War, the Vietnam War, or in 
any other combat situation since the 
end of World War Il. 

The September Bayonet carried the 
names and photos of 9 Augusta men 
who were killed in Vietnam. Research 
by a dozen alumni, who matched 
school records with names on the 
Vietnam Wall, confirmed the deaths of 
those listed. 

Regrettably, death records from the 
Korean War are not so easily avail- 
able. There is no central list with 
which AMA records can be compared. 

“A somber part of our heritage is 
the magnitude of the sacrifice made 
by AMA cadets in the defense of their 
country in this century's wars,” said 
Alumni President Goodloe Saunders, 
‘57. “If there is a remote chance that 
we have missed the name of an AMA 
hero, please, please let us know.”
